A man truly dedicated to the research of one's ancestry. He 
was a noted historian and genealogist. Though Alton was my 
cousin, I did not become acquainted with him until 1965. 


He said to me at that time, "If I can get you interested 
enough, perhaps you will work with me on our ancestors, 
Since you are so close to a good library". I have never 
PEEPS DERG my decision to help. 


My wite and I visited Alton that year and also again in 1975. 
He was a grand person to know and we talked long hours about 
our common ancestors. My mother was a Greene and Alton 
descends from the same line. He also descends from the Seal 
line since his father's first wife was Alice Seal. 


I have kept every letter that Alton ever wrote to me. I 
have them in three large loose-leaf notebooks. I refer to 
them often as they contain so much valuable information that 
he had already researched over the years. 


One of his great loves was to visit Tennessee and talk to 
relatives, gaining all the knowledge he could. Many of our 
ancestors from Tennessee came to Texas and settled in Sanger 
and the surrounding area. 


On our last visit to see Alton, we went over to Sadler in 
Grayson County, and visited the Basin Springs Cemetery 
where my grandparents and great-grandparents are buried. 


I would like to quote from one of Alton's letters. He said, 
"Thanks again for taking an interest in our family tree, and 
I hope that this is only the beginning of an interest that 
develops into a hobby for you. A very rewarding one it has 
been for me". Those words mean a lot to me because that is 
exactly what it has been. I can't thank him enough. 


Although our research on our particular Seal line did not take 
uS as far back as we had hoped, we at least made a great start. 


Alton has already published two books, one on the Greene line 
and the other on his Marion line (that of his mother). 


Alton Lee Greene was born in Sanger, Texas, February 26, 1927, 
the son of James Greene and Martha (Marion) Greene. After his 
parents passed away he was raised by his sister, Mrs. Clifford 
Baker. 


He graduated from Sanger High School in 1945 and attended North 
Texas State University. He served in the U. S. Army in World 
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War II and was employed in the aircraft industry in Fort Worth. 
He was a member of the First Baptist Church in Sanger and was 
a member of the Denton County Historical Commission. He had 
Various articles published in the Sanger Courier. 


He injured his hand at work in 1979 and from that time it 
became increasingly difficult for him to write. The last letter 
I received from him was typed. 


On behalf of all those friends who knew him either personally 
or through correspondence, I want to say we love you, we miss 
you and we miss your letters. 


Alton Lee Greene passed away at his home northwest of Sanger 
on Wednesday, March 31, 1982. 


It was his conviction that we should learn all we can of our 
ancestors. We dare not forget today that we are the heirs of 


those who came before us. He has passed the torch to us and 
we must carry on.

William Seale-Seal-Seals 


Our first found, proven Seal ancestor, was a man named 
William Seale, who shows up on records in a new Virginia 
County named Halifax ‘in the year of our Lord, Seventeen 
Hundred and Fifty Three. 

I can only "guess" at his age--he likely was born about 
1730, most surely in the American Colonies probably in 
Virginia. 

William who could read and write always spelled his name 
Seale, which points to his English ancestry. Proper names 
in England such as Seal were always spelled with this final 
e. An example - green and brown were colors, but also proper 
family names. To distinguish the proper names ‘of Green and 
Brown they were spelled Greene-Browne. Seal was a place, a 
dwelling, an area, but as a proper name the English spelled 
it Seale. 

Now our William Seale, during his life, was not only a 
farmer, but was at different times, a Deputy Sheriff and 
school teacher, two occupations that have been followed by 
countless descendants of his. 

William Seale was born a subject of King George II,who 
was more interested in his German land and titles than he 
was in England or his American colonies. During his rule 
the war between England and France began. It moved to 
America and became "The French and Indian War." The French 
in Canada enlisted the American Indians to help fight the 
English and the Colonies, thus we find our William Seale 
subject of King George II caught up in this war and brings 
us to Halifax County, Virginia-Year 1753.

More children? All William's children spelled 
their names as Seal-Seals. 
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I have never been able to find the maiden name of the 
wife of William Seal, she is most surely the "Nanny Seal" 
found on old original Seal Family Records. "Nanny" is the 
nickname for Nancy and in most cases in early days girls 
named Nancy almost all had the middle name Anne. 

I suspect William Seale married "Nanny" and moved to 
Halifax County, Virginia with her family. He is the only 
Seale found in the area. 

Seemly she may be related some way tothe Smith family. 
I doubt she was a Smith however. 

I suggest to anyone doing further research to check the 
Martin Family for possible connection, also the Oliver Family 
and Butt Family. 

Our William Seale was seemly a rather typical small 
farmer besides being a lawman and school teacher at different 
times of his life. 

Now after the French and Indian War the farmers of 
Virginia turned to wheat, corn, peas, beans and livestock 
‘as their chief money crops. With small farmers turning 
more to corn and livestock, especially hogs. Tobacco was 
almost all grown on the large plantations, many small farmers 
did not grow tobacco except for their own use, however, our 
William grew tobacco to sell. 

One cannot say blood is not strong--our William was 
lawman and school teacher and countless descendants have 
followed these two occupations.

Joseph Murphy an infant under the age of twenty one 
years by Elenor Smith his mother and next friend--against 
William Seale.

From other records it would seem that Elenor Smith had 
first married Murphy, that said Murphy left his 
son, Joseph also some money. Elenor married second time to 
Gideon Smith who had also been married before and -he had 
left her and his Smith children some money which seemly 
said Elenor was spending freely. It appears that William 
Seale had borrowed, or took as a gift, money. from Elenor 
that belonged to her son Joseph Murphy and was helping her 
spend Smith money! What ever came out in court I don’t 
know but case was dismissed.

William Seale was a man 
of property, more than able to support his children, this 
not the case here, however, they were taken from him because 
the Church Warden felt he was not able to maintain and 
instruct them in Christian principals, thus there was in 
many ways, no religious freedom in the sense that one could 
not ignore the all powerful Church. Not only did the 
Revoluntionary War throw off the hated English rulers, it 
also was a turning point in the power of the Church of 
England over the lives of the American people. 

There were no records to be found showing to whom the 
boys were bound to, length of time, etc.

The S.S. after William Seales name denotes he was a 
Sub-Sheriff of Halifax County, Virginia. Now called a 
Deputy Sheriff.

The first denial by 
William and his son James Seal, second denial by Nanny Seal 
and here we find the only clue as to the name of the wife 
of William Seal. The wife of James Seal was Pallitan (Wall)

These records copied from old record books, however, 
the statement made by Nanny Seal (original) was kept by 
Seal Family and handed on down along with many other Family 
records. (see later)

Tobacco was packed into a special made barrel called a 
hogshead. Some planters had a special rig for pressing the 
tobacco into the hogshead. A large horizontal screw press. 

This packing was necessary, not only to get the required 
weight into the hogshead but also to prevent too much water 
Or grit getting into the tobacco when the hogshead was exposed 
to rain or rolled on muddy roads or through fords on the way 
to market. A hogshead contained at least 950 pounds of 
tobacco. These barrels 4 to 5 feet wide had a hole through 
the center, through which ropes were harnessed to a pair of 
oxen and rolled to market.

Seale, Sr. found in family 
records, if indeed this is Wm. Sr. and we "believe" it could 
be Wm. Jr.(?) I "think'' Sr. and believe he died in 1815 or 
1816 in Halifax or Pittsylvania Co., Virginia. No Proof. 


Our early ancestors did not have a public school system. 
If you wanted your child to have an education, then you paid 
to send said child to a school which many times were simply 
held in the home of the teacher which in early days was always 
aman. In some cases these classes were held in the church 
and sometimes in a regular school house. The man who was the 
school teacher was usually a very young man, who while studying 
to become a lawyer or doctor would take on a few children to 
teach for an income. In most cases however, the man was 
crippled, or his health or adage would not allow him to work a 
farm. Most of these teachers excepted farm produce as readily 
as they would money for their teaching. Reading, writing and 
arithmetic were the subjects taught followed by penmanship and 
spelling in that order. The following taken from an arithmetic 
book published in 1820.

He © 
sold Stephen for 1,575, Fillis for 980.00 and Andy for 815.00.

When Zackeriah Seal decided to move his family from 
Randolph County, N. C., Thomas Jefferson was President of 
the United States. Zackcriah born about 1754, a British 
subject, ended his life in Hawkins Co., Tenn. (now Hancock 
Co.) an American citizen. He probably died during the 
administration of President Monroe. I have never found any 
records to prove or disprove that he was a Revolutionary War 
Soldier. He lived through two wars with England. (Revolu- 
tionary War - War 1812). 

During the War of 1812, it was several days later when 
the people of now Hancock Co., Tenn. learned of the British 
burning of the White House and just ‘how bad the war with 
England was going. 

Young men were being drafted into the army from now 
Hancock County, Tennessee in a war we almost lost. If all 
Americans had acted as those around Washington D. C. did, 
we would have lost the war for sure. As it had been in the 
Revolutionary War, we were saved by our backwoodsman, our 
soldier farmers, our average citizens. 


Here is what happened at Washington, D. C. 

Fot 5 days the British Army marched along the banks of 
the Patuxent approaching the capital of the United States 
without seeing an enemy or firing a shot. In the meanwhile, 
Washington was in a fever of preparation. About 7,000 
militia, all that turned out of 95,000 summoned, hurried to 
a strong position behind the village of Bladensburg, five 
miles from the capital. After the militia had suffered only 
66 casualties, they broke and ran. The British Soldiers 
under General Ross arrived in Washington that evening (Aug. 24, 
1814) in time to eat a dinner at the White House that had 
been prepared for President and Mrs. Madison who barely 
escaped in time. All public buildings in the Capital were 
burned and General Ross himself superintended the piling up 
of furniture in the *White House before it was set on fire. 
In lighting that fire he set every Americans fighting heart 
on flame when they heard the news, from then on the war we 
almost lost was then won. 


*The White House was generally called "The Palace" until around 1820. 
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Three of Zackeriah Seal's sons Hezekiah, Peter and 
Solomon Seal were soldiers in this last war-‘with England 
(1812), called by some the "Second War of Independence."

About Peter Seal 


All the people I talked with who had ever heard about or 
knew anything about Peter Seal said his main "problem" was ; 
women, that he was out and out a "ladies man." One descendant 
said that after the family had been in N. C. several years 
that Peter went back to Virginia to visit his relatives and _ 
while there got involved with a married woman and her husband 
run him out of Virginia. Seemly upon return to N. C. he 
married for the first time probably to a neighbors daughter, 
this about 1798-1799 in Randolph Co., N.C. 

All the people I talked with said Peter Seal had several 
illegitimate children by women in now Hancock Co., Tennessee. 
He was described as a small man with fair skin, black hair 
and black eyes. 

After his first wife died, date unknown, he married in 1821 
to Rachel Lamb, a sister to his son. Zackeriah's wife. Rachel was 
about 29 to 30 years younger than Peter and she was retarded... 
In those days the word retarded was unknown and she and others 
like her were called half-wits by the people. This marriage 
to poor Rachel was disliked by the children of his first wife 
and other Seal relatives. When the children of Peter and 
Rachel came along the Seals would not call them Seal, but re- 
ferred to them ds "Peters", thus, John, James, Jarvis and Sarah 
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were known and called Peters even by neighbors. This carried 

on down to the children of James who were also known as '"'Petets." 
After Sarah was born Peter deserted Rachel and the 4 little 
children leaving them with nothing. Relatives came to their 

.aid or they couldn't have made it. As soon as James was old 
enough the burden fell on him, for John and Jarvis were retarded. 
Both were married in their older age however. 

Peter Seal goes to Montgomery Co., N. C. where he most 
surely had relatives. His Uncle Solomon had lived there for 
several years and it is my opinion, no proof, that some of Peter's 
mothers kinfolks lived there? He soon found himself another 
“wife'' some 40 odd years younger than he.

We learn more about Peter and Rachel from the following: 
Hancock Co., Tennessee, 26 Aug. 1856. 

Rachel Seal appeared before Justice of the Peace in 
Hancock Co., Tenn., applying for the Bounty lands her husband 
Peter Seal was supposed to get for being in War of 1812. She 
said he was a private in Capt. Banjamine Powell's Company in 
Regiment of Col. Johnson. That he was drafted at Rogersville 
Tennessee in September, 1814 and discharged March 1815. She 
said she married Peter Seal in the County of Hawkins the 17th 
day of December, 1821 by Francis Winstead, a minister, and that 
she was Rachel Lamb before marriage and that they lived together 
in Hawkins Co. until "about" 1835. (One year in Kentucky) At 
which time he left for North Carolina, that she heard from him 
there and later she heard "of" him in the new Cherokee Purchase 
in Gr.in Co., Tennessee. From other records we see that Rachel 
Seal died in 1870. Now for the most her statements seem to be 
true but later claims by her son are far from being the truth, 
but we must look to see the reason for these untrue statements. 
Peter and Rachel's sons John and Jarvis were listed as being 
retarded, they were also very poor people, especially since 
Peter deserted them. In 1855 Congress passed a bill for bounty 
lands for Minor Children (heirs of deceased soldiers of War of 
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1812) and also there seemed to be some type of government aid 
to "minor" children of deceased veterans of War of 1812. Peter 
and Rachel's children were all grown, adult people except 
James. Probably desperate trying to care for his own large 
family and to help his "dependent" brother John and Jarvis 
changes all of their birthdates so as to try and receive 
land-bounty or government aid on both. For some reason he 
only drops 6 years off John's age, but 10 from His, 13 off 
Jarvis and 10 off Sarah's. 

Now he states Peter died 4th May, 1845-+which could be 
(2) correct, but he swore Peter died at Treadway (an area of 
Hancock Co.) and we know this is not true. He also swore he 
was only living legitimate child of Peter Seal when in fact 
Zackeriah and Samuel, sons of Peter and first wife, were 
still living. We know from census records that Jarvis and 
probably John his full brother were alive in 1880. Now it 
is possible of course that both of them died in a three year 
period, but not probable. He goes on to state that Peter and 
Rachel married 3 June, 1824 and that Peter was previously 
married. In another sworn statement he said Peter married 
Rachel in Sneedville 12 Oct. 1811 and that neither had been 
married before, etc. James Seal kept trying for seemly any- 
thing from the government.

Pleasant Seal was named for his mothers foster uncle, 
Pleasant Brewer, a well known Baptist Preacher, who married 
his father's sister ElizabethSeal. Pleasant Sealwas a farmer, 
a lawman, and a blacksmith. A well to do respected man in his 
area and time. In the late 1880's he moved his entire family 
to Texas (part of his children were married), first settling 
near Rhea's Mill, Texas. Then they moved to the new town of 
Sanger, Texas. His name is on the list of the first taxpayers 
in that town. He owned a small farm that is now in the Sanger 
city limits, an area that is now section of town lived in by 
Blacks. He had a grocery store "believed'' to have been on the 
first street east of the Sanger depot, directly east of same. 
Sometime after the death of his wife in 1895 he lived with his 
daughter Cordelia Hipsher and moved when they did to Coleman 
County, where he died. They shipped his body back to Sanger 
Cemetery beside his wife, and near the children of his son 
"Burb." He was a tall slim man with curly hair. We once had 
a picture of "Uncle" Ples' coffin. It sat on two saw horses 
at the Sullivan Funeral Home in Sanger. It was very ornate 
and wide at the top and tapered off at the foot. Uncle Ples 
was my mothers great uncle. His wife, Elizabeth (Greene) 

Seal was my fathers great aunt. They wrote various relatives 
about the good rich farming land to be had around Sanger and 

their kinfolk from Hancock County, Tennessee and other places 
flocked to this area making them the largest group of people 

to settle the new town of Sanger, Texas. 
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From memoirs of Bill Greene 

"The only thing I can remember about Uncle Ples was 
going to his house when I was a small boy and really about 
all I can remember is that it was in December, sometime 
before Christmas and there were tubs full of eggs sitting 
around in the house that he had brought from local farmers so 
to have plenty to sell at his store during the Christmas 
season when women used so many eggs for cooking." 


Bill Greene was son of Murphy Greene, who had first 
married Uncle Ples' daughter, Mary, who died childless. Murphy 
went back to Tennessee and married again to Lydia Long and they 
had three children, Bill being one of these. Uncle Ples and 
his children were all fond of Murphy Greene and visited back 
and forth even though Murphy and Mary had no children and he 
had married the second time out of the family.

Sarah Loucindia (Drinnon) Marion was my grandmother, she 
and my grandfather "Ebb" Marion came to Texas in about 1896 
from Hancock Co., Tenn. They first settled in Collin Co., 
Texas but soon moved to Sanget, Texas where her Uncle Pleasant 
Seal had settled and opened a grocery store. Grandma was a 
tall lady-like woman, a wonderful cook, who had chicken,

prepared in different ways of course, but chicken every Sunday 
for dinner. To me she was the perfect grandmother because she 
let me do anything I wanted to when I visited in her house. 

One of my first memories of her is holding me up and letting 

me grind coffee beans in the coffee grinder which hung on 

her south kitchen wall. She told me about her childhood, the 
civil war, her family tree, so much, but I was too young and 
uninterested at the time, I just couldn't remember much. I was 
only one interested even slightly, none of her children or 
grandchildren had any interest in her stories of the older days. 
She knew how all the different relatives were "kin" to each 
other. After my grandpa died grandma. never wore any bright 
colored clothing. Her house dresses and aprons were made of 
dark, dull, plain cloth and her Sunday-go-to-meeting dresses 
were of course black, she never appeared in public after he 
died unless she was dressed in black from head to toe. She 

and grandpa were charter members of the Landmark Baptist Church 
in Sanger, Texas and remained faithful members until their death. 
He died in 1932 and she died in 1938. Their daughter Martha 
Marion married James Greene and they were my parents. My 
father's first wife wasAlice Seal, daughter of William Henry 

and Margaret (Seal) Seal. My father's two wives were distant 
cousins, three times related, twice through Seal line and once 
through the Brewer line. 


Memories of Allie (Marion) Odom, sister of "Ebb Marion"... 

"They came by our house on the way to catch the train to 
Texas - IL remember standing in the doorway, tears in my eyes 
watching the wagon with Brother Ebb, Sarah, and the children 
pull out of sight — I never saw any of them again except 
your mother Martha." 


One of Grandma's brothers, Taylor Drinnon, came to Sanger, 
Texas but returned to Hancock Co., Tenn., however while living 
here Uncle Tyler married Maggie Campbell and took her back to 
Hancock Co., Tenn., where her father had come from, She once 
told me about her Campbell family but I didn't write it down 
and cannot now remember but I do know that she was somehow 
related to a Mr. A. Campbell who lived here on Duck Creek, 
about 2 miles due west of farm, when I was a child.

Somewhere in my house is a trunk, dresser drawer what was - 
is a picture of Uncle Matt and Aunt Zannie (Seal) Trent. They 
are a handsome couple, he, large, round of face is sitting in 
a chair dressed in his best suit while she stands by chair 
with hand on his shoulder, if memory serves me correct, a 
small dainty woman with black eyes and black hair and fair 
skin, Uncle Matt looks for the world what one would think a 
well-to-do "Dutchman" looked like long ago. 

Uncle "Matt" was a rounder in his day and time and prone 
to tilt a fruit jar pretty regular. One night after an election 
in Rogersville he, causing, the laws some trouble was taken to 
the jail to be locked up. The jail was full so the law men 
put him (along with others) in the stable, chaining the men to 
the post. Next morning when a negro boy came to groom the 
horses Uncle Matt insisted that he too should be groomed for 
after all he was locked up in the stable. 

One night he and Aunt Zannie were going to spend the night 
with her sister ''Patsy'' and her husbarid Robert A. Greene. At 


this time Uncle Matt weighed somewhere in neighborhood of 250 lbs., 
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when he got into the bed it collapsed, every one ran in as he 
started hollering and cussing. They finally got the bed fixed 
and Uncle Matt got laid out for sleep when the clock on the 
shelf over the bed fell down and hit him. Telling his brother- 
in-law he was trying to kill him, he put on his clothing and 
went home. 

All his church going kin tried to "save'' Uncle Matt - seemly 
they "tried" everything.

Cope Vaughan, were cousins to each other. 

My thanks for helping on this family go to the late Mr. Henry 
Greene and his wife Beulah (Stapleton) Greene in who's home I had 
several enjoyable visits. Also my thanks to Minnie (Greene) Rogers 
and to Zora (Greene) Greene. 

From my personal memory as a child — I never seen "Uncle" 
Howell's first wife, they were divorced before I was born. He was 
a cousin to my father and to my mother, I was taught to call him 
"Uncle" and to call his second wife Belle (Sebastian) Greene — 
"Granny Greene;'"' my father told her since his mother was dead 
that I had no "Granny Greene" and she could by my granny, so thats 
what I called her. They lived in an old two storied house in Sanger 
(now owned by Mrs. Alma Cherry) when I was a child and both died 
there. In her older years she was in a wheelchair and when we would 
visit she would sometime let me in the chair, so I could roll it 
around the house. 

"Uncle" Howell not only was a postmaster, but he was a shoe 
cobbler and worked on peoples shoes after he put up the mail. 

I never saw Ervin or Ida (Greene) Trent nor any of their 
descendants but I once saw a photo of the first stores in the new 
town of Krum, Texas and Ervin Trent owned a cafe on Main Street 
believed to be first cafe in Krum, Texas.

David Seal came to Sanger, Texas with his Father and brought 
a farm from the Metz Heirs when they blocked up the large Metz 
Ranch to be sold into small farms. The place he bought and lived 
on until he moved to West Texas is about a mile and a half from 
my farm. His land about three and a half miles almost due. 
north of the town of Sanger, Texas, almost a quarter mile west 
of now Interstate Hwy. #35, said Hwy. being old dividing line 
between two big ranches, the Metz Ranch and the Huling Ranch.

He was a tall, slim, fine looking man who lived in 
Sanger when I first remember. His wife Elizabeth (Wolfe) Brewer 
was run over by a car on Hwy. 77 before World War II in the late 
1930's, as she crossed the street to her home in south part of 
town (Sanger). Uncle "Ebb" soon remarried to a very attractive 
younger widow woman, whose name I cannot now remember and they 
moved to Aubrey, Texas where he bought a small farm. He died in 
1948. 
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Moab Brewer was a farmer, saloon owner arid (Bpargted’ Che 
Tan Yard there in Sneedville during the Civil<Wari” Hé'madé 
saddles for the government. “eivina a d Ropert R. 

‘Moab and Elizabeth lived near the Tan Yard and close to his 
saloon in Sneedville. Once Elizabeth caught him waving at a 
neighbor woman, of whom she was jealous, When she accused him of 
waving he said, "why I was just brushing away the gnats," she 
said "It's mighty gnatty this winter - mighty gnatty."

Moab Brewer, a son of Joab Brewer kept a saloon for a nuhber 
of years when I was but a small boy. A saloon in those days was 
called a "grocery" by everyone. There was a lecust tree growing 
on. the street near it. It was such a great place for loafers 
about the town to congregate, They would sit on a bench and 
chalr that was left eBene for their convenience. There was a man 
living in the 7th Distriet of the county below town — who would 
drink to excess most of the time he got the liquor. He had been 
on one of his drunks, he came into the saloon, I had stopped there 
on taking my cows to the pasture. Moab placed a bottle of liquor 
on the counter, he poured out a glass full, then he, caught his nose 
with one hand and squeezed it so that he could not smell the liquor, 
then he took a swallow and up it came, then he tried twice more 
with the same result, then Moab fixed him a toddy with some hot 
water and he finally got it to stay down. There was another saloon 
on the other side of the street running to the jail, it was kept by 
Alexander Montgomery, he was from the lower end of the county but 
was jailor at the time appointed by Jess Nichols, Sheriff. The 
saloons did a great business, more than the Merchants of the town. 
Moab Brewer lived across the Creek from where Coleman livéd 
and where he had his store, when I first recollect, he lived there 
before the Civil War, most of his children were born before the war. 
He had a tannery out beyond his house when I can first remember, 
he had in his yard some vats in which he tanned hides. I would 
often go there when but a child and watch ‘him tan hides and make 
boats. I would be there with Wiley and Will, his boys, Wiley was 
a little older than I, Will was a little younger. Moab had a 
number of children, Clint, who sold liquor at Sneedville. Wiley 
and Will went to school with me. Moab bought a large tract of 
land on the headwaters of Blackwater Creek on north side of New-~ 
man's Ridge and south side of Powell's Mountain, it was fine virgin 
timber and the family moved to that area. Later when Wiley and Will 
were grown they had to go across the mountain to an election, they 
were on horseback, two men waylaid and shot and killed Will and 
wounded Wiley. Two men were sent to the pen for several years. I 
saw Wiley a few years later at Sneedville, I told him I had heard 
of their pardon but did not know why it was done. He said the 
father and mother of the boys were getting old — that-he had become 
good friends of the family and promised him (their father) to sign 
the pardon. The Brewers were brave, fearless kind of boys, while 
the Collin's were not or they would not have waylaid them."

Garfield "Buddie" Brewer killed by knife, July 1949, by two 


neighbors in Snake Hollow. Mr. Brewer was killed near the scene 
where his uncle was slain many years ago in a feud with Adrill 
and Pettybone Collins. 


"The Tanning of Hides" 


When the local farmers cleared new ground they stripped the 
bark from all the Black Oak trees they cut down and brought it 
into town and sold it to Moab Brewer. He then ran it through a 
bark mill powered by a horse going round and round in a circle. 
The finished product when water soaked became tannic acid. The 
local people also sold Moab all the hides from the cattle and 
sheep they killed. These hides were placed in a huge hallowed 
out log from which they were then cleaned of mud, dirt and excess 
fat. The hides were then put into a tanning pool, a layer of 
ground bark, added another layer of hides, then another layer of 
bark and so on, then all this covered by water to soak throughout 
the winter months. 

In the spring the hides were taken out of the water, rinsed 
several times and were soon ready to be made into harness, saddles 
and all types of leather goods.

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William Henry Seal and his brother Fredrich Seal came to 
Texas in the early 1890's settling in Fannin Co., Texas near 
the town of Ladonia, bringing all their families with them. 

My father, James H. Greene, born 1872, had been a logger 
back in Hancock Co., Tenn., but had "Texas Fever", so in 7895 
he took the train and came to Bonham, Texas. He got off the 
train at Bonham with the clothes on his back, a twenty dollar 
gold-piece and his pistol. Many times he told me how Bonham 
looked when he arrived that day -- full of men, horses, mules 
and wagons, drunk men, sober men, men fighting and almost 
everyone of them-had a gun (concealed), Even though my fathér 
had been to Knoxville and to Chattanooga via raft during his 
logging trips, he had never seen anything like Bonham, Texas 
in 1895, He never told me how long he stayed in town, how many 
of the saloons he went in, if he lost twenty dollar gold-piece 
er a part of same in a poker game, but I do know he gambled in 
those days. He never told me where he had known the William 
Henry Seal Family back in Hancock Co., Tenn., or not, he only 
said he walked from Bonham to Ladonia to the farm of. Mr. Seal, 
got a job there as a hired man, and married Alice, daughter of 
Mr. Seal, as his first wife (I am child of his second wife). He 
didn't like the area so he took his wife,and by then, two children, 
and moved to Coleman Co., Texas, an area opening up after the 
ranches broke up and were selling out to small farmers. 

Meanwhile, William Henry and Fredrich Seal took their families 
to another new area that was opening up called Sanger, Texas. 
Pleasant~Seal, a kinsman of both men and William's wife, had 
gone there from Rhea's Mill, Texas. Once in Sanger, the Seal 
brothers bought land adjacent to each other when the heirs sold 
off the huge Metz Ranch into small farms. This was in the late 
1890's. On the land William Henry Seal purchased was an old cowboy 
line shack, which he moved about a quarter of a mile to where he 
gave part of his land for a road to be built. He added three 
rooms and three porches and a fireplace to this line shack and 
lived there until he moved to town. The Metz-Seal house was torn 
down in 1924 when my father built the present house, using the old 
lumber in same. 

About 1898-1899 my father moved to Sanger from Coleman Co. 
via wagon,and bought the farm his father-in-law purchased from 
the Metz heirs. Mr. William Henry Seal retired to the town of 
Sanger. When his brother Fredrich Seal died, his daughter Parlee 
(Seal) Giles bought out all the heirs but one, later this heir's 
children. were bought out. Today the Fredrich Seal farm is owned 
by his grandaughter, Thelma (Seal) Spratt. My father bought the 
William Henry Seal farm and when he died he left it to me -- I 
live here now in the house he built for his second wife, my mother, 
Martha (Marion) Greene. My half-brothers and sisters received 
other farms my father owned. :

He has. spent countless hours pouring over old records in his all 
out search for Seal information. Let me tell you something about 
this man, our kinsman, who has done so much valuable research on 
the Seal Family. 

Wright Coleman Seal was born Nov. 13, 1917 on Clinch Mountain 
near Treadway in Hawkins Co., Tennessee. When he was two years 
old the family moved to Bloomington, Illinois,where he grew up 
and obtained his schooling. In 1934, he enlisted in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps (C.C.C.) and served in Illinois, Idaho, Michigan 
and Utah. During his stay in Utah, he met "the" girl, Susan E. Leer, 
who was later to become his wife. 

In 1940, he received an cffer to work for the Panama Canal and 
sailed for same in September of same year. In July of 1941, he sent for 
Susan and they were married in Panama - Aug. 1, 1941. Later in 1942, 
the ship Susan had come to Panama on was sunk by a German Submarine 
60 miles from the Canal Zone. 

He worked four years for the "Municipal Engineering Division" 
of the Panama Canal. In 1944, they returned to Utah and he enlisted 
in the navy and served in the Navy Construction Battalion known as 
the "C.B." Serving in the Pacific Area he was on the Island of 
Okinawa when the war ended.

There are four full-pages from the old Seal Family Papers about the 

suit filed by Hannah Sawyers and John J. Oliver against William Seal, but 
I could not find out what the thing was all about. Seemingly, William owed 
them, or they claimed he did--a great deal of money for that day and time. 
I suspect Hanna is the sister of John J. Oliver and likely somehow kin to 
William Seal (?). Hanna lived in Halifax County, N. C., and John J. Oliver 
lived in Caswell County, N. C. Hannah and John hired an attorney in Hawkins 
County, Tennessee to represent them at that time (1829). Richard Smith was 
the Attorney they hired to recover of and from William Seal all such sums 
of money, debts, and demands whatsoever which are now due or has been sued 
for etc., etc.--it would seem that William lost the suit (?). Amount of 
court cost $11.95; judge of court, $748.77--April 6, 1829. Win or lose 
$748.77 was a small fortune in the year of 1829.

Had there always been a trail that led there? It certainly seems 
so --countless generations of Indians had laid them on this stretch 
of rock and drank from the cool, clear water; dressed out their meat 
for the campfire and skinned those to be used for making clothing. 
Thus, when the first ‘white men came to what is now Hancock County, 
Tennessee, they discovered the trail leading to the rocks, and it 
took no stretch of imagination to call the place just what the Indians 
had---Greasy Rock. 

The first man to get a land grant in what is now the Sneedville, 
Tennessee, Area was Robert Campbell, Sr., a Rev. War soldier, and he 
gave his son, Robert,Jr., the land east and north of Greasy Rock Creek, 
including the land where the town of Sneedville lies today. He gave 
his son, Alexander Campbell, the land south and east of Greasy Rock 
Creek. 

From History of Sneedville by Judge Alanzo Tyler--I knew well the 
house in which Alexander Campbell lived. It was an old log house just 
below the town of Sneedville and was the first house built in that areas 


I don't know where Robert Campbell Jr. lived or if he had any children: 
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I have no knowledge of them. I don't believe he was married. The 
house of Alexander Campbell was about 150-200 yards from Greasy Rock 
Creek, on the west side. It was a rather large dwelling for those 
days, comprised of two houses about 20 feet apart connected by a roof 
all the way across the two buildings, making a space between. 

(Judge Tyler was wrong about Robert Campbell not being married. He 
was.) 

Now the ledge of rock that gave the small settlement its name, 
Greasy Rock, was about four or five feet wide and extended from the 
creek about this distance and was some forty feet above the bridge. I 
wonder is this famous old landmark still there or has it, like so many 
other old things, been covered up, filled over? I hope some day that 
the Tennessee State Historical Society or some interested group will 
search out the Greasy Rock and place a historical marker on the spot. 

From the following, taken from an old history book, we see that 
the first white men in now Hancock County, Tenn., found the rock ledge 
that had been used by the Indians to dress out their meat and named the 
small creek. The ledge fronted Greasy Rock Creek. From this we see 
that one of the earliest encampments of white men in the State of 
Tennessee was near the town of Sneedville; this hunting camp was 
established there in the year 1762. 

“The Cherokees were now at peace with the whites (1761) and hunters 
from the back settlements began with safety to penetrate deeper and 
further into the wilderness of Tennessee. Several of them, chiefly 
from Va., hearing of the abundance of game with which the woods were 
stocked and allured by the prospects of gain, which might be drawn from 
this source, formed themselves into a company composed of Walien, 
Scaggs, Blevins, Cox, and 15 others and came into the valley--since 
known as Carters Valley in Hawkins County, Tennessee. They hunted 
18 months upon the Clinch and Powell Rivers. In the fall of the next 
year 1762, Wallen and his company returned again and hunted on the 
waters of Clinch and Blackwater Creek. Their station camp was near 
the Tennessee line and on the present road from Jonesville to Rogers- 
ville. Some of the company traveled down to Greasy Rock Creek and 
fixed a station camp there. It stood near the present line between 


Hawkins and Claiborne Counties. At ‘the time, there were vast herdd 
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of buffalo grazing in the valleys. Samuel Callaway, kinsman of Daniel 


Boone, explained to Boone when seeing the buffalo on the spurs of the 
Cumberland Mountain -- I am richer than the man mentioned in scripture, 
who owned the cattle on a thousand hills -- I own the wild beasts of 
more than a thousand valleys. 

--(Taken from an old book written before Hancock County made up 
from parts of Hawkins and Claiborne Counties of Tennessee.) 

Robert Campbell, Sr., married Mary Young. I don't know how many 
children they had. They had two known sons, Alexander who (M) Nancy 
McNiel and Robert Jr. who (M) Mary McNiel. The ladies were sisters 
and daughters of Wm. and Elizabeth (Shepherd) McNiel of Wilkes County, 
N. C. 

There was an old Indian Treaty Line later called Campbell's Line. 
It ran from the mouth of Clouds Creek to Holston River to Cumberland 
Gap. 

There were a few Indians (Cherokee) living in now Hancock County, 
Tennessee in the 1830's. They were forcefully removed to what is now 
the State of Oklahoma. This move and march by them has since been 
called -- The Trail of Tears. 

The Indians still living in now Hancock etched out a meager living, 


making baskets and blankets, selling them to the local people. The 


baskets were made of cane taken from the cane brakes growing wild on the 


creek and river banks. 

One of the men who helped move over 1,000 Cherokees from North 
Carolina and Tennessee was Samuel Cole. He married Polly Gibson in 
Rockingham County, N. C. They moved to Kentucky, then to Tennessee. 
Polly died in 183_. In 1838 Samuel Cole moved the Indians and lived 
with them for four years before going back to Tennessee. In 1892 he 
moved tc Missouri about seven miles from Garfield, Arkansas where he 
died.

(Representative from Hawkins) 

During the hestilities between the State, the father of Gideon 
S. Seal fought in the command of General Sherman. In other words, 
the father of the present Representative went through hell with 
Sherman. Therefore, it is easily deducted that the S. in Mr. Seal's 
name stands for Sherman, after the man who was so handy with the 
torch on his march to the sea. 

Gideon Sherman Seal was born at Clinch in Hancock County, 

March 10, 1869. He was born on a farm and educated at the neighbor- 
hood schools and at Haynes High School. He was elected County 
Surveyor of Hancock some months before he reached the legal age for 
holding the position. He was elected in January and was not twenty- 
one until March.

After his 
term of office, he was a civil engineer in the county for many years. 
At the age of thirty or a little over, he sold his farm and business 
and moved to Hawkins County, Tennessee, where he now-lives. Since 
then, he has been a traveling salesman for the Tennessee Chemical 
Company of Nashville. 

In 1914, he decided that his life would not be complete with-~ 
out a term in the legislature and so he made the race for District 
Representative, winning by one of the largest majorities ever given 
a candidate in his "neck of the woods." 

Mr. Seal has been married twice, the first time to Miss Molly 
Wilson and after her death, to Miss Mattie Testerman. His second 
wife is also dead and he is a widower. Mr. Seal is a Republican 
and very fond of the elephant. Mr. Seal appears capable of being 
able to take care of himself, under any circumstances. He belongs 
to the following committees in the House: Agriculture, New 
Counties and County Lines, and Public Roads. He is Direct

I remember well Uncle Billy Seal who lived about 
a mile below Sneedville on the river, the father of 
Alf and James Seal, who lived just below him, He 
would often come to town, always horse back, 2 
sheep skin over his saddle, and a pair of saddle 
pockets. He owned all the land from below where 
Alf and James (his boys) lived on the river to the 
creek where the bridge is now which 1s about a half 
mile from town. He, Billy Seal, lived in a two story 
white house when I was a boy just below the road 
about one mile from town. 
Note Mr. Tyler said William Seal always had a 

sheep-skin over his saddle. I add this for you to 
know just’ how valuable the sheep were to our ances~ 


tors. 


From "Old Time Tayewell" by Alexander Moore Cloud 


Few things were bought from the store as late 
as 1860. Most everything used was made at home. 
None of the coarser dress goods were bought. There 
was hardly a farmer who did not raise sheep, and 
regardless of where one went, it was seldom that 
you got to where one could not hear the tinkle of 
sheep bells. On nearly every stream that furnished 
power enough to operate it, there was a carding 
machine. In the spring the farmer would shear their 
sheep and soon after that was done they would invite 
their neighbors in and have a “wool picking". After 
the wool was picked end cleaned 4t was taken to the 
carding machine and made into rolls. Thread was 
made from the rolls and after a good many other 
processes a thread was woven into cloth. In nesrly 
every small town there would be one or more tailors 
who were always kept busy making clothes for men. 
One could not get ready-made clothing nearer than 
Balthimore, Maryland at that time. Only a few yards 
of dress goods could be woven ina day. 


Before Knoxville had any whole sale houses mer- 
chandice was hauled from Baltimore, Md. In this 
section of the country some of the merchants hauled 
their own goods, but the majority of them let John 
Mays who ran a wagon train on a circuit that included 
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Tayeville haul their goods for them. May's wagon 
train consisted of six heavy wagons that were drawn 
by six extra large horses each. His route brought 
him down through Virginia and Tennessee as far as 
Morristown then back north through Kentucky. Some- 
times on his rounds he would stay in Tazwell to the 
great pleasure of the young boys who would gather at 
the hotel to hear him and his drivers talk. When 
wholesale houses were established the wagon train 
stopped. 

Every County in the State of Tennessee (and 
other states) had a State Milisha. It was a require- 
ment once a man reached a certain age he was required 
to belong to same and to attend the meetings once 
a month in a convenient place in his district. At 
said meetings the men were taught to march and 
learn military training in general. The State did 
not furnish any guns or uniforms and there was no 
pay for belonging. Each company had officers of all 
rank which were "elected" by the men. Anyone who 
missed a muster was fined. 

Once or twice a year all the districts companies 
would meet together at the county seat of their county. 
Early on the appointed day one could hear the fifer 
and drums playing on all the different roads that 
lead into the county seat. These days were holiday 
time for all. Stands selling ginger cakes, cider and 
apples were set up around the town. After a march 
through the town. some time before noon they which 
drew to an area where they had a noon meal then all 
drilled together and in compition against each other 
to see who had best company. There were, of course, 
always large crowds of old men, women and children 
that followed the regiment in order to see the soldiers 
drill. They usually dismissed around four oclock 
in the afternoon and many went directly to the 
local saloons and one could hear men yelling on 
every road out of town until after midnight follow- 
ing the muster day. 

This all came to a stop when some of the Southern 
States seceeded, for by then, some companies were in 
favor of the Confederecy others in favor of the 
Union. It was only a matter of time until these men 
who once marched together, drank together were to 
be on the battle field killing each other.

W. G. Seal, an enterprising trader and farmer 
of the fifth District Hencock County, Tenn. was 
born in Hancock County, Tenn. Nov. 26, 1826 and is 
the son of William C. and Mary (Greene) Seal of Irish 
descent. The Father was born in Grayson Co. ,Va. 
near Halifax Court House (now here this is a big 
mistake, he was not born in Grayson Co.) in Nov. 
1806 and died in Hancock Co., May 9, 1883. His 
Father came to Tenn. when William C. was 3 years 
old, which he William C. made his home til death; 
he was very poor in his young days but as a farmer 
and trader, was very sucessful and accumillated consid- 
erable property. Before the war was Sheriff of 
Hancock Co. several years and before this was deputy 
Sheriff. He was a member of the Bapt. Church and 
was a Democrat. Mary Greene was born in Ky. in 1801 
4s still living (1887) and is a resident of Hancock. 
She has been 3 member of the Bapt. Church many years.

He joined the Confederate Army. as had all able~- 
bodied young Cantwell men in Hancock, but by over- 
whelming majority the people of Hancock were Union 
sympathizers. James Cantwell was captured and held 
prisoner in Union Prison Camp. He argued to never 
take up arms against the United States of America 
again and was allowed to leave and go home. Carried 
on his person were all the official papers, his 
safe conduct and etc. He arrived in Hancock and got to 
the Clinch River opposite where his wife was living 
with her parents but before he was able to cross 
the river, men appeared shooting at him. He took 
shelter behind a huge rock (still to be seen on 
rivers edge) while his wife with their infant son 
in her arms and her sister pleaded with the men 

not to kill him, They took no heed, finally they 
encircled him and shot him dead. He had no weapon 
for under conditions to get out of prison he was 
not allowed use of fire arms. James Cantwell, the 
brave young handsome soldier survived the battle- 
field, the prison camp only to be murdered in cold 
blood near his own home with his young wife looking 
on in horror. When did this happened - A few weeks 
before the war was over.

Several years ago I wrote a book on the Green-Greene family in which 

I tried to get as many descendents of Jeremiah and Ann (Hartley) Greene 
as possible at the tme. I ment to later publish a fuller account of the 
ancestors of our Jeremiah and of his descendents, but there wasn't 
enough interest to warrant it. I will now give a brief background on 


’ our ancestor Jeremiah Greene. 


Our first American ancestor was William Green-Greene who was born in 
England in 16--, came to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in 16--, from there 
to Long Island, N.Y. where I believe (no proof) he had relatives of 
some sort. While there he meet and married his wife, Joanna Reeder, 


daughter of John Reeder.° 


William and Joanna moved to Hunterdon County, N.J. where he was a Judge 
in the Court of Common Pleas. He build the first brick house in the 
area in 1717 and it it still standing on the campus grounds at 

Trenton State College and is owned by the college. They eso: Our the 
land that was once the farm of William Green-Greene. The house is a two 
and a half story house with a basement, in very good shape for its age. 
In 1979, the college received 15,000 grant from the Federal Government 


for restoration of the old house. 


It is a rare family that can say this is my ancestors home build in 1717 
and stil] standing and in good shape in 1982. To any of you lucky 
enough to some day get to see our ancestors old home, it is on the 


campus grounds next to the football field.

William Green was ancestor of the family in this region, dissatisfied with some 
new relation in his father's family left his native land, Engliah, at the 

age of 20 and landed in the port of Philadelphia. Soon after, desirous of 
returning and finding no vessel about to sail from that port, he went to 

New York but not meeting with an opportunity immediately visited Long Island. 
He tiene became acquainted with the family of John Reeder, recently arrived 
from England and married his daughter Joanna and they moved to Ewing township 
about 1700 and he purchased 345 acres of land from Col. Daniel Coxe, deed 

dated 1712, and on it erected the first brick house in the town which is 


still standing,having on the west end the data 1717 and is owned and 


occupied by his descendent of the fifth generation, Henry Green. 


William Green was appointed one of the first Judges of Hunterdon and from 
frequent mention of his name at public affairs and important business 


transactions he was evidently a prominent and useful citizen. His children

Our Richard Green married Ellenor Sullivan in Rowan County, N. C. Family 
story says her father was an Irishman and that whey they moved to

lived in Boone, N. Carolina. It has no name, only his death date. 


Our Richard Greene seems to have been a rather complex man. He couldn't 
get along with our ancester, his son Jeremiah and his sister Joanna Hannah 
compared him to the devil.

In early days the term Sr. and Jr. did not just apply to father and son.

Jacob Marlin. 

West Virginia History-- 

The first settlers on the Greenbrier River in 1749 were Jacob Marlin and 
Stephen Sewell, who settled on the mouth of Knapps Creek on the sight of 
Marlinton in Pocahontas County, Virginia. They were found there in 1751 

by Andrew Lewis, an agent of the Greenbrier Company, area first called 
Marlin's Bottom. 

De Hass History and Indian War of Western Virginia-- 

Jacob Marlin and Stephen Sewell settled on the Greenbrier River where they build 
a cabin, but soon disagreening about some trivial matter, Sewell left his 
‘companion and took up his adobe in a hollow tree. In the spring of 1751 when 
Andrew Lewis visited the county as an agent for the Greenbrier County 

he discovered the lonely pioneers in the deep seclusion of their mountain home. 
Upon inquiry as to their estrangement, the gallant Lewis soon reconciled 
matters, but only for a brief time, as Sewell shortly siteriand removed 
farther into the Wildness where he fell victim to Indian barbary. 

This is how it seems - no proof. 

Jacob Marlin lived in Maryland, Pennsylvania, or Virginia during which time 
Walter Drinnin met and married his daughter. That Marlin and family and 
Walter and family move to an out-lying area of Virginia. For some unknown 
reasons, Marlin along with Sewell went into areas where no white men had 

been before. That was when Lewis found Marlin - his family later moves out 
to where he was, now Marlinton, West Virginia, named for Jacob Marlin. 


I think Walter went there in 1752-1753 or there about.

After Lawrence died, Sarah (M) Emaniel Smith on July 19, 1785 in Greenbrier 
County, Virginia. She probably died there. 
Before going on with the Drinnons, let's look at the Day Family-- 
Sarah Sslly (Day) Drinnon, daughter of Nathenial and Susan (Wylie) Day, 
Nathenial Day was a soldier in the French and Indian War and was the son 
of Christopher and Martha Day of Bucks County, Pa. Nathenial 


moved his family to Virginia and he died or was killed by Indians before 


1756. His widow and children and children were living in Botetout County, 


Virginia, when she, Susan, her young son David and her two daughters were 


captured by the Shawnee Indians. The Indians quickly killed the boy, David, 
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in front of his horrified mother and sisters, Saray Sally and Martha Day. 
The Shawnees took the three women and rode away. An alarm went out and 
John Day, Sidesk son of Susan and others set out after them. Here is his own 
sworn statement is John Day's account of what happened: 
The Shawnee Indians came into Botetout County in the State of Virginia 
and killed my brother, David, and taken my mother and two sisters 
Sally and Martha Day, prisoners, and also took some other property 
and made for their towns. The first night the Indians camped on a 
mountain, between Cape Capen River and Ceder Creek and at that camp 
killed my mother Susan Day, formerly Susan Wylie, daugher of James 
Wylie as I understand. Captain Fry raised twenty men, of which I 
was one. We followed said Indians and when we came to the Indian camp 
there lay my mother dead and stripped naked, her head skinned and we 
lifted her and laid her between two rocks and laid some more rocks 
over her and we followed on after them and the second day came in 
sight of them at their camp and I raised my gun to shoot one of them 
and just as I was about to pull the trigger, J saw one of my sisters 
rise up right before the muzzle, my gun between me and the Indian. 
I was so alarmed at seeing my sister rise before my gun that I 
involuntarily hollowed which alarmed the Indians and they broke and 


ran, leaving the prisoners and what they had at the camp. 
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Historical Sketches of Pocahontas County, W. Va. 


The killing of Susan (Wylie) Day: About the time of Braddocks defeat, Mrs. 
Day and Martha and Sarah, her daughters, were taken prisoners by the 
Indians in the Capon Neighborhood. On the morning after the captivity 

Mrs. Day remarked to her daughters that she believed the Indians intended 


to kill her. Oh, Mother, what makes you think so? exclaimed her daughter, 


Martha. Because they have given moccasins to all the prisoners but me and 


have left me barefooted, ‘remarked the mother. When all were ready to move 
on, a warrior walked up to Mrs. Day and with his war club struck her a 
stunning blow between her soldiers, knocking the breath out of her and then 
in an instant lifted her scalp-lock. She was left there in a state of 
insensibly and it is not known whether she recovered consciousness or 


died immediately. 


Back to Lawrence Drinnon: 
There are several accounts of the Indian raid on the farm of Drinnon in 
Virginia History books. This happened in 1774-1778, and I have never found 
one who gave exact date. By this time, Lawrence Drinnon was a well-to-do 
man, farmer, and slave owner. He had at least 3 slaves at the time of the 
Indian raid and 3 white men employed by him. Henry Baker was hired to clear 
his new land, Richard Hill was employed as a carpenter and Patrick Slator 
was the school teacher hired to teach the Drinnon children. Nathan was 
the name of one of the slaves. 

Withers Chronicles of Border Warefare 
The party of Indians sent into Greenbrier consisted of 22 warriors and 


committed their first act of atrocity near the house of Lawrence Drinnon, 


h 
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a few miles above the Little Levels. Henry Baker and Richard Hill, who were then 
staying there, going early in the morning to the river to wash, were shot by them. 
Baker was killed, but Hil] escaped back to the house. When the Indians fired at 
Baker he was near a fence between the river and Drinnon$ house and within 
gunshot of the latter place. Fearing to cross the fence for the purpose of 
scalping him, they prized up the fence and with a pole fastened a nooce around 
his neck, drew him down the river back and scalped and left him there. 
This account goes on and on, briefly: Lawrence Drinnon. prepared for an attack, 
sent the negro slave, Nathan into Little Levels and he returned with 20 men 
who spent the night by the house, and the next morning they buried Baker 
and returned to Little Levels taking everyone who was at Drinnons and most of 
his property. 
After leaving Drinnon's house, the Indians went. to a house occupied by 
Thomas Drinnon and his wife and a Mr. Smith and his wife, the men were not at 
home, the Indians captured the two women and a child and on their way back 
to their town, killed an old gentlemen named Monday and his wife. 
The wife of Thomas Drinnon (Winnie Smith) Drinnon was killed and the Smith 
woman taken. She stayed captive for period of time, when she finally 
escaped and came home to find that her husband had married again. 
Captain Jacob Drinnon-- 
Born in 1750 in what is now Washington County, Pa. (then Va.) Was killed by 
Indians. Married Mary Mills, daugher of Thomas Mills.

The following data has been taken from: A History of the Family of Early 
in American, by Sanuel Stockwell Early, published in 1896. 


Jacob Drennan was of Irish extraction. He was a descendent from the 0 Drennans 
of the County Antrim, a family including among its members the celebrated 

Dr. William Drennan author of the beautiful poem, Erin, in which the 
designation Emerald Isle, was first applied to Ireland. Jacob Drennan was 
born in 1750 in the district lying in the southeast ward of the upper Ohio 
Riverm which was long a subject of contention between the states of Virginia 
and Pennsylvania, but was assigned to the latter, under the title of 
Washington County upon the adjustment of boundaries. 

Jacob Drennan was one of the adventurous spirits who followed General George 
Rogers Clarke in his expedition against the British Posts in the northwest 
during the Rev. War. Drennan selected 1,000 acres in Mason County, Kentucky 
but went on an exploring trip with three kindred spirits, one of them was the 
celebrated Indian fighters and scout, Simon Kenton, who had been his comrade 
in arms under General Clarke and was a personal friend. Just below Marietta 
while steering the boat upon which the party was traveling, Drennan was shot 
by Indians from an ambush on the Ohio side of the river, fell overboard and 


found his grave beneath the waters of the river. 


Mason County, Kentucky -- Deposition of John Riggs, July 3, 1797-- 

I came down the Ohio River with John Drinnen, Thomas Mills, Lot Masters and 
aagnae Mefford in May 1783. We made location on the east fork of Cabin Creek, 
at one time, place cutting the initials of George Meffords name on a Honey

He told Thomas Drinnon he had killed 25 men (white). Thomas Drinnon said that 
Girty, when he was drunk, would cry and go on and say he was sure he would 
go to hell for he had killed 20 odd (white) men with . He killed 
Col. D. Rogers that was in boat on New River when Rogers raised 
to fire Girty fell down and Rogers shot passed over him. Girty said he never 
took as fair at as he never did in his life 

said that he knew that 


Girty offered a buckskin to save Crawford. 


The Indians took Thomas Drinnons family - his wife, little boy Charles-3 years old, 


a little girl, Polly-15 months old. The Indians killed Polly and they killed 
killed her mother for crying about it. Mrs. Smith from Carolina was also taken 
at the same time they went two or three days from 

Mrs. Smith got in but he had gotten another wife. 


The records don't say how many Indians Simon Girty killed. 


Kentucky Papers -- Lyman Draper 
Interview tih Hugh Drennon, done by John D. Shane. Hugh Drennon states he was 
born in Antrim Count-, Ireland and came to America in 1772 when he was 8 years 


old. Went into the army when he was 13 or 14 years old.. 
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Hugh Drennon's son, Thomas Drennon, was born in Mason County, Kentucky on 
February 23, 1797. Jacob Drennon, the one found at Licks by the McAfees and 
his big brother Thomas came from Greenbrier, Virginia. Their father and my 
father were brothers. Jacob was a great man. Fighter and could speak 

the Indian language, was trapping at the moutn of a creek where it emptied 
into the . River, when he was killed by Indians. His body was 


found later by hunters and spies. 


Interview with Mrs. Joseph Staff by Shane---in part: 
Thomas Drennon, she states, had killed 25 men (Indians). Thomases son, Charles, 
was 3 years old when the Indians attacked. They killed Polly, his sister, 
and his mother for crying about it. Thomas got his son back for a blanket. 
Hugh Drennon died December 26, 1842, his son Thomas died August 17, 1860, 
buried at Garr Pond Graveyard, also known as Martha's Mill. 
Thomas Drinnon (Rev. War Soldier) was born in County, 
died in Barh County, Virginia (?).

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I remember my great-uncle Tom Cantwell and his wife, Aunt Nancy. Uncle Tom 
owened the ferry on Clinch River in 1937 when my parents took me to Hancock 
County, Tennessee. We rode the feery and later Uncle Tom took my father, his 
brother, Uncle Gharley Greene and me fishing in his boat. As a young boy, 


my father (James Greene) lived for a time with his Uncle Tom. 


During the Greene and Jones War and afterward Uncle Tom Cantwell] was one 

of the few men who wasn't scared of my great-uncle Dick Greene, so when 
Uncle Dick shot his wife and then went off into the woods, his family came 
tp get uncle Tom to hunt him. They sent for the Doctor in Sheedville for 
Aunt Mary but the doctor was so scared of Uncle Dick that he wouldn't come. 
Uncle Tom finds Uncle Dick in the woods, dead. He had shot himself. Then 
Uncle Tom got on his white mule and rode into Sneedville and convinced 

the doctor that Uncle Dick wad dead. The doctor then came and had to remove 


Aunt Mary's arm, due to the delay. 


They. laid Uncle Dick out and some of the neighbors came to sit up with the 
body during the night and the body began to make noises, as Mr. Gregory 
jumped up and said -- I'm getting out of here -- if Dick comes to life he'll 


kill us all.

Sisly was the widow 
of Isaac Hutchins. She had no children by Hutchins. 

Henrico County, Virginia, Year 1687: 

Henry Trent, age about 45, and his wife Elizabeth, age aboug 31, came into 
court and said a man by the name of Downs did abuse John Brodna calling him 
a cheating roage son of a whole and many other scandalous and did strike 


him. 


Henrico County, Virginia, Will Book, Year 1701: 
Will of Henry Trent: To wife, Elizabeth, to children: Alexander, Henry, 
John, William, Mary Cox, wife of Richard Cox, Susanna and Rebecca Trent.

William had at least three sons, little can be found on William and his 


family. All things point to our line being from William's son, Willian 


Trent, Jr. This William Trent, Jr. was heir to land in Chesterfield County , 


Virginia, that his father had been heir to and most likely said land was at 


one time in Henrico County. William Trent, Jr. died in Chesterfield County, 


Va. and left a will naming his children. His wife (name unknown) was dead. 


Of the children named, I only have data to speak of on two of his sons, 


Alexander and William Williamson Trent.

Alexander Trent. This man was most surely our ancestor, hwoever, I cannot 
prove this. Alexander lived in Chesterfield in 1759 -- if I am correct 

in tracing our line. Moved to Bedford County, Va. before the Rev. War 

and later on to unknown counties of Va. He may have been the Alexander 
Trent who died or was killed in Patrick County, Virginia. Since I can 
find no records really on him I can only offer you family stories I heard 
in Hancock County, Tennessee many years ago from different people. There 


are two stories - take your pick. 


‘Alexander Trent married and they had a son named Alexander, dr. 


and others (names unknown). His wife died and he married an Indian woman 


and they had our William and others (names unknown) . 


Alexander Trent married and they had a son named Alexander Jr., 
and others (names unknown). Alexander had an Indian woman,who was his 
mistress,and that he had a child or children by her, one being our 

William Trent. When Alexander moved to another place in Va. he took said 
William with him, and when William and maybe other sons go back years 

later to see the mother that she was so dark and strange that they left her 


be. 
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Alexander had at least 2 sons by his first wife (name unknown). These 

sons, named Alexander and William. He had a daughter Trent 

or step-daughter, who took the Trent name. She had a natural child 

fathered by my ancestor, Joseph Gilbert, of Lee County, Va. This child 

was Field Trent. Alexander married Jane Burton in 1792 in Grayson County, 

Va. and both he and his half-brother, William Trent, seemingly lived 

with their Uncle William Williamson Trent or at least lived around him 

in the southeastern counties of Virginia. It would seem that our William 

met Jane's sister, Charity Burton, after Alex and Jane marry in about 

1796. Charity Burton had a natural child fathered by Osborne, 

-+- named James Burton, said James later changed his name to Trent. 

After the War of 1812, he enlisted in same as James Burton and tells 

on his pension papers about changing his name and that some of his 

family were still known as Burton. James Burton-Trent married Elizabeth 

Johnson.

William Williamson Trent married Sarah Susanna . After leaving

his wife Nancy (Potts or Potter) Trent, her sister,. Hannah (Potts-Potter) Lawson 
and husband Drury Lawson, our William and Charity (Burton) Trent and Alexander 


and Jane (Burton) Trent and their children. 


To any of you working on the Trent's remember that we not descend from the 
well known Trent Lines that are well traced. There are dozens of men named 
Alexnader Trent, so be very careful in your work. The William Trents you find 
in early Claiborne and Hawkins Counties of Tennessee is William Williamson 
Trent Sr. and Jr., not our William Trent. There are least 4 men who took 

the: Trent name in early (now Hancock area) and seemingly a cousin or two 


who drifts in and out from out of state; Good luck.

George Brewer, born 16-- in Isle of Wright Co., Virginia, died in 1744 in 
Brunswick County, Virginia, son of John Brewer, the third. This family 

was from England. George married about 1705 to Sarah Lanier, daugher of 
John, Jr. and Sarah ( ) Lanier. Children of George and Sarah were: 
William, Oliver, Henry, Nathaniel, Sarah, Lanier, George, Nicholas, John 

and Howell] Brewer, who is our ancestor. Howell Bower was born in 1724 and 
was the youngest child. He first married Rebecca Willis and secondly to 
Mary Ann . After George Brewer's first wife died, he married 
Alice . They had a family and after he died, Howell was 
administrator of the estate and he cheated his half-brothers and sisters 

and his step-mother in settling up. Many people sue him and he skipped 

the country leaving his wife Rebecca holding the bag, so to speak. She was 
to join him later in another state. Howell Brewer moved many times, thus 
making him hard to trace. His nickname was Dutchman Brewer. I have no proof 
of the maiden names of either of his wives and family story says he was 
married three times.

Both Howell Brewer Sr. and his son, Ambrose, were Rev. War Soldiers. 

Ambrose Brewer was born abour 1753 in Virginia or North Carolina; died 

18-- in Hancock County, Tennessee. He lived to be old but not as old as 

the date on his stone, which is not correct. He married first, in my opinion, 
to Cobb, daughter of Fredrick and Sarah Sally ( ) Cobb 

of Chatham County, North Carolina.
